South Terrorized by Lashings, Cross Burnings 
Over 50 Grim 


Stories Told 
in Few Months 


Atlanta, June 27—(AP)—The shadow of the lash and 


burning cross today hangs heavy over Dixie. 


Out of three states since February—Alabama, Tennes- 


gee and Georgia—have come 51 grim stones, of a lynching, 
floggings, cross burnings, bombings and intimidations. 


Though men and women" 


have been beaten, their homes 
invaded by masked men and 
their lives threatened, the law 
hat yet to record a single con- 
viction. 


This latest pattern of violence 


began developing in the Blue Hills 
around Chattanooga, Tenn. There 
in the short span of three months 
11 men were beaten by hooded 
gangs. 


For Drinking, Mostly 


In each of these cases the vic- 


tims said they were whipped for 
tvssons of race, religion or morals, 
drinking mostly. 


'For a few short weeks there was 


psace, then out of the coal, iron 
or* and limestone valleys around 
Birmingham, Ala., came stories of 
racial tension. 


Three Negro families 
bought 


•nd sought to occupy home* in a 
whit* section. Their houses were 
Bombed. The. Negroes retreated. 


Other stories of violence follow- 


ed rapidly. 


ICasked men broke into the home 
' 


struck her twice and then forced 
her to wiUmats a cross burning in 
her yard. 


That same night, June 10, the 


•wncr of a cafe serving both white 
Bsnons and Negroes was threat- 
ened and forced to watch a cross- 
burning.

ntsn were beaten at Dora, Ala., 
and then * coal miner was drag- 
gad from his home at Coaltown 
•nd whipped.

State Tax Reform Proposal 


Has Legislators 'On Edge9 


Springfield, HI., June 27—(AP)—The bill that left a filibuster in 


its wake when it passed the house last week was up for scrutiny to- 
day by the Illinois senate. If it becomes law, it may affect your local 
tax bills in the future. 


The highly controversial bill would set up a state-paid officer in 


every downstate county except St. Clair to oversee property tax assess- 
ments. His title would be county assessment supervisor. 


The effect is sharply disputed. 
Rep. Clinton J. Searle (R-Rock 


Island), who bitterly, opposed the 
measure and filibustered Friday 
after it banly won house approval, 
claims it will do three 
things:. 


Raise taxes, cost the state $500,- 
000 a y^ar in salaries and "de- 
stroy" home, rule in taxation. 
Many house lawmakers agreed 
with Searle. 


The bill's supporters 
say

overall increase in taxes will re- 
sult. They say its only aim is to 
adjust inequities in local assess- 
ments, and that it will help to 
make the 1945 Butler tax laws 
work better.

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Cut-Rate Cigaret Sales 


in State May Be Stopped 


Springfield, HI., June 27—(AP) 


—A bill to fix cigarette prices in 
Illinois and prevent cut rate sales 
cleared the legislature today. 


A 
34-4 vote 
approved 
the 


measure and sent it to the gover- 
nor. 


The bill forbids sales at "below 


costs"—defined as four percent 
above what wholesalers pay for 
the cigarettes and 
10 percent 


above what retailers pay. 


Retailers or wholesalers would 


be required to sell at least at 
cost unless they could prove a 
profit below the fixed price. 


Senators Differ 


Sponsors said the measure is 


aimed at protecting the small re- 
tailer from cut-rate prices. Op- 
ponents contend it would raise the 
price of cigarettes iff many cases. 


Senator Wallace Thompson (R- 


Galesburg), majority leader, said 
it substitutes a system of govern- 
ment regulation for free enter- 
prise. 


Somewhat 
similar elgislation 


affecting packaged liquor sales 
was enacted 'n 1947. It has been 
held unconstitutional by a Chicago 
judge. 


A decision on its validity is 


expected from UM state suprssM 


court in September. 


Unconstitutional ? ? ? 


In Chicago, several lawyers said 


the cigarette bill is unconstitu- 
tional. 


The bill calls it the "Unfair 


Cigarette Sales Act." 


It says that advertising and sale 


of cigarettes at wholesale or re- 
tail 
"with 
intent 
of 
injuring 


competitors or destroying or sub- 
stantially lessening competition 
is an unfair and deceptive business - 
practice." 


Fines up to f500 are provided 


for wholesalers or retailers found „ 
guilty 
of an 
unfair 
business 


practice. 


The state revenue department 


would administer provisions of 
the bill. 
The department could 


seek a court injunction to prevent 
any violation or threatened viola- 
tion. 


The house approved the measure 


last month by a 105-1 vote. Rep. 
Charles Jenkins (R-Chlcago) was 
the only dissenter.

It'» not iurprUin* that Britain's 


•commie erUii should have given 
rlM to diacuMion on both sides 
of the Atlantic aa to whether 
devaluation of the pound Sterling 
would ease the situation. . 


Under England's managed "con- 


trolled" currency the pound now 
pegfcd »* "tout *4-03- II also 
haa a fixed value m relation to 
the currencies of other countries. 
Th« point in lowering the value 
of the pound would be to en- 
courage 
foreigners to increase 


their purchases in Britain. 


It works like this: say the 


value of the pound in U. S. money 
were reduced from J4-Q3 to $3.03. 
Then 
obviously the 
American 


would save a dollar on every 
pound 
transaction 
h« 
made. 


whether it be for a pair of gloves 
or for food. 
That would be a 


drawing card for tourists and 
likely would increase exports. 


However, this would cut two 


ways for England. 
While she 


would be selling more goods, she 
would have to 
pay 
more 
for 


necessary 
imports, 
say 
from 


America, with her devalued pound. 
Britain is such a heavy importer 
that her increased expenditure for 
imports miglt more than offset 
her gain in sales. 


Won't Devaluate ? 


So Britain thus far has turned 


thumbs down on any idea of de- 
valuation. Apart from other con- 
siderations the psychohgical effect 
of such a drastic move might be 
shockingly bad both at home and 
abroad. 
After all, the value of 


the pound is John Bull's badge of 
solvency—the symbol of his ability 
to meet his obligations. 


Back in 1931, during the great 


depression, England faced another 
crisis which forced her in effect 
to devalue the pound, and she did 
it by the sensational move of 
roing off the gold standard—long 
her financial Rock of Gibraltar. 


, That was on September 21, the 
memorable day on which the whole 
financial world was shaken. 


For many hours after the un- 


expected announcement the sus- 
pense in Britain and abroad was 
terrific. What would grow out of 
this daring move? Was it con- 
structive or destructive ? Govern- 
ments and big business the globe 
around were in a cold sweat, while 
they waited for some sign of the 
trend. 


It was my fortune to be with 


the Associated Press of bureau in 
London at that time and I decided 
to consult the American ambas- 
sador, General ^Charles G. (Hell 
and Maria) Dawes, former vice- 
president mad one of the world's 
financial experts. I found him in 
conference with the late Thomas 
Cochran, a partner in. the banking 
firm 
of 
J. P- Morgan. 
The 


general invited m« "to get in on 
this," and I did. After a 
bit 


Cochran turned to me and said: 


Go See Morgan 


"You ought to go down and get 


an interview wiith Morgan about 
the gold standard." (Mr. Morgan 
then wi» in London, with head- 
quarters in the Morgan bank.) 


Now one of the iron-clad rules 


of J. P. Morgan (as it had been 
of his famous father) was never 
to give interviews to the press. I 
knew there wasn't a hope on earth 
for me if I went down "on my 
own" and tried to see the great 
man. 
However, I had a sudden 


brain wave, and said to Cochran: 


"Me, and how many more like 


me? 
You know perfectly well 


that Mr. Morgan 
never 
gives 


interviews and that neither I nor 
anybody else could persuade him 
to do so." 


I saw a glint come into Coch- 


ran's eye and his jaw began to 
stick out. He reached for a tele- 
lone and got Morgan on the line. 


"Jack, I'm 
sending 
DeWitt 


MacKenzie of 
the 
Associated 


.'ress down to see you," he said. 
•I suggest that you talk with 
him about the 'effect of England 
going off the gold standard." 


Well, Morgan received me like 


a long lost brother. He played 
he perfect host, and we talked at 
ength aoout the gold standard. 
Vhen finally I asked him for a 
statement, however, he threw up 
lis hands. He didn't give mter- 
'iews. 
I told him the situation 


vas precarious and I thought he 
•should make a statement. Final- 
y he agreed, and laboriously pro- 
duced in long hand a message 
vith which I raced to the cables. 


Made Front Pages 


Morgan's statement, which de- 


;cribed the British government's 
action as "a hopeful and not a 
-liscouraging event" 
swept 
into 


'ront pages throughout America, 
and of course raced around the 
world. This optimistic word from 
:he sphinx of the house of Mor- 
gan was credited 
with 
having 


much to do .with steadying inter- 
national reaction. 


Of course, a devaluation of the 


British pound now wouldn't have 
any such repercussion. 
Still, it 


vould be a grave move which the 
government wishes to avoid. 


Berlin Rail 


Strike Ends 


on Tuesday 


Berlin, 
June 
27-i(AP)—The 


five-week 
railway strike which 


has blockaded Berlin almost as 
effectively as did the Russians is 
scheduled to end tomorrow morn- 
ing. 


The executive board of the anti- 


Communist railway union (UGO) 
bowed to the orders of the west- 
ern allies yesterday and ordered 
members back to work on the 
Soviet- controlled railways at that 
time. 
' 


The 
British, .American 
and 


French commanders in Berlin had 
warned that if the strike were not 
called off by Tuesday, the west 
Berlin 
city 
government 
would 


quit 
relief 
payments 
to 
the 


strikers. 


It Hurt Berlin 


They said the strike could no 


longer be justified because it was 
seriously damaging Berlin eco- 
nomically, was blocking the Pans 
four-power agreements to revive 
east-west trade, and was laying a 
big burden on the western pow- 
ers in maintaining the airlift. 


Strikers won two of their three 


major demands. 


All -salaries will be paid in west 


marks. Since this currency has a< 
purchasing power four to six times 
as great as the Soviet-sponsored 
east mark, railway strikers have 
won one of the greatest wage 
boosts in ndustrial history. 


The railway management will 


convert 60 f^er cent of each em- 
ployees east mark salary into 
west marks; the west Berlin £ity 
government 
will 
exchange 
the 


other 4 per cent. 


No Retaliation 


The Russian-controlled railway 


management has given assurances 
there will be no retaliation against 
strikers. 


The workers' third demand— 


recognition of the UGO as official 
bargaining agent—was denied. 


Nevertheless, 
success of 
the 


strike has been such that the 
UGO, which began it with 3,000 
members, now has 4,000. 


The strike, which began with- 


out allied objection two days be- 


fore the opening of the P»rw 
foreign ministers' council, cost two 
lives and hundreds of casualties 
in riots. Economic losses are es- 
timated at 20,000,000 west marks 
(16,000,000). 
The-strike stopped all elevated 


trains in West Berlin, movement 
of train* from West Germany to 
Berlin, and much traffic routed 
from the west to the Soviet'zone. 


Dangers of Flying

, New York—(AP)—It's easier 
for today's kite-flying youngsters 
to draw electricity down a kite 
string 
than 
when 
Benjamin 


Franklin made his discoveries. For 
that reason, says Frank L. Jones, 
president of the Greater New York 
Safety Council, modern kite-fly- 
ing can be far more dangerous. 


Jones says that if a kite comes 


into contact with power lines— 
which were nonexistent in Frank- 
lin's day—it may conduct enough 
electricity to cause serious acci- 
dents. He warns against using 
thin wire or wire-threaded ord for 
a kite. If wet, ordinary string- or 
cord will also conduct electricity, 
he says.

Conservative or Liberal? 


By CLARK BEACH 


Washington—There's not much 


use in a layman'* attempting to 
make up his mind whether the 
present Supreme Court is pre- 
dominantly "liberal" or "conserva- 
tive." 
The Terminiello decision 


on May 16 proved the futility of 
it, if any proof had been necessary. 


Experts on constitutional law 


often attempt to figure it out by 
making a statistical analysis of 
the justices' votes in the civil 
rights cases. 
But their conclu- 


sions don't prove much. 


In the first place, what is liberal 


to one man seems conservative to 
another. 
The words don't have 


any clear meaning. 


And often in a so-called civil 


rights case the court's decisions 
are based on legal points quite 
•part from the main issue. 


Term Not Applicable 


"I don't believe I know what 


they mean when they talk about 
a. liberal or conservative judge," 
one eminent legal authority re- 
cently told this reporter. "It is 
not a field in which the term is 
applicable. 


"I know what a liberal politician 


is. But a judge can't be either 
liberal or conservative. 
He is 


capable or incapable. If he is a 
good judge, all he seeks to do is 
base his opinion on the law and 
the 
Constitution." 


The Terminiello case involved! 


the right of free speech, whether 
the city of Chicago could convict 
a man of disorderly conduct for 
giving an inflammatory talk when 
the audience and the crowd out- 
side were in a condition of near 
riot 
' 


The Supreme Court has repeat- 


edly recognized that the right of 
free speech is not absolute, that 
tiiere are times and places where 
a man cannot be permitted to say 
everything he wishes. 


But you'll never know whether 


the majority of the court believes 
Terminiello o v e r s t e p p e d the 
bounds. That wasn't decided. 


Conviction Reversed 


The court reversed Terminiello's 


conviction. But the case was not 
decided on the content of his 
speech of the circumstances of its 
delivery. In reading through the 
record, the court stopped short 
when it came upon the tnal 
Judge's charge to the jury, and it 
never went any further. 


The trial judge, interpreting the 


Chicago ordinance under which 
Terminiello had been convicted, 
said that "misbehavior may con- 
stitute a breach of the peace if it 
stirs the public to anger, invites 
dispute, brings about a condition 
of unrest or' creates a disturb- 
ance." 


Justice Douglas, writing the 


opinion of the Court majority, 
said: "A function of free speech 
under our system of government 
is to invite dispute. It may indeed 
best serve its high purpose when 
it induces a condition of unrest, 
creates dissatisfaction with con- 


dltons as they are or even stirs 
people to anger." 


The parts of the ordinance con- 


cerned in the case, as construed 
by the trial-judge, were declared 
unconstitutional. 
Whether they 


would have been if the trial judge 
had said something different, or 
nothing at all, one can only guess. 


Voting with Douglas on the 


majority side were Justices Reed, 
Murphy, Black and Rutledge. 


The rest of the court, dissent- 


ing, though the majority was en- 
tirely wrong in hiding its decision 
on the tral judge's remarks. They 
pointed out that the defendant had 
taken no exception to them, and 
that none of the lower courts had 
taken any notice of the judge's 
charge. It hadn't become an issue. 
as Chief Justice Vinson pointed 
out in a dissent, until the U. S. 
Supreme Court "ferreted it out 
of a lengthy and somewhat con- 
fused record." 


On this general contention, the 


other justices, Frankfurter, Bur- 
ton and Jackson, agreed with 
Vinson. 
But they didn't agree 


with "the Chief" 
on 
another 


point. 


Vinson Shocked 


Vinson in his dissent indicated 


that he too was shocked at the 
trial judge's statement. He said 
that if the defendant had made 
an issue of it, he would have 
agreed with the decision of the 
majority. 


Jackson, however, in a 25-page 


dissent not only 
deplored 
the 


manner in which the court hac 
reached its decision. He also de 
fended Chicago's right to punish 
Terminiello for his utterances. He 
even spoke sympathetically of th 
trial judge's remarks 


But is Jackson, the dissenters 


chief spokesman in this case, a 
"conservative" * A, friend of hi 
says that Jackson, a former New 
Deal politician, once told him 
believe in liberal laws, strictlj 
construed."

Not lon^ ago a Chicago policeman reported this: 
Some ^n-fgers assembled on a lonely street and drew 


a white line doTO the middle of the pavement for several 
hundred yards. Then they piled into two cars placed at op- 
posite ends of the chosen section. 


Suddenly the cars leaped forward and hurtled toward 


each other at gathering speed, keeping close to the jhieline 
At what seemed the last possible instant, one veered off and 
avoided a head-on crash. 


This was no wild, suicidal gesture of a gang of fugitives 


from a mental hospital. These were normal youngsters and 
thiTwas a game. Sport-1949 version. First man to turn 
off the white line., you see, loses the game. 


This is only one example of a fantastic fad that has swept 


the nation's youth. To be fashionable in the teen-age set 
these days, a lad needs a souped-up "hot rod" or a friend with 
one. some nervy pals and a fiendish talent for cooking up 
death-defying road stunts. 


Here are a few other popular antics right now: 
Half a dozen kids pack into a car, get going about 70 


as evervone hovers as close-as possible to the wheel. Then 
the driver lets go. The first one to touch the wheel is chick- 
en." Thirty who wouldn't be chicken died from this little 
pastime last year. 
. 
Another trick is to have three boys crouch on the floor 


of a car, operating the brake, clutch and accelerator at the 
driver's command. 


A weird game that might be called "rotation" demands 


a sedan, six youngsters and the inevitable 70 miles an hour. Holl ^ Two nundred 
At that speed, the driver suddenly opens the front door of white.faced cattle ^red 
the car The man next to him takes the wheel, while the first 


-man works his way to the rear seat by the outside route. 


Meantime, a rear seat occupant has opened a door on the 


right and, fighting the wind, has managed to get up into the 
front seat. 
• 
Needless to say, these crazy invitations to death and de- 


struction contribute heavily to the abnormally high accident 
rate among teen-agers. The situation is so bad that Lumber- 
men's Casualty company, taking a special interest in the prob- 
lems, has coined the word 'teenicide" to describe these youth- 
ful dare-devils. 


~In 1947. last year with complete figures, 7,500 persons 


under 25 years of "age were killed in automobile accidents— 
about a fourth of all traffic deaths. 
That's not the worst of it. When such a youth gets be- 


hind the wheel, the record sh,ows he is at least twice as dan- 
gerous as'a mature adult. To^ustrate from just one age 
category, 16-years-olds are involved in nine times as many 
accidents as the 45-50 group. 
James S. Kemper, head of Lumbermens Mutual, says the 


nation must combat this menace three ways: with sound pro- 
grams to teach better driving, preferably in schools: with 
stricter enforcement of traffic laws and tougher license re- 
quirements, and with better guidance and example from 
parents. 
The merit of all these seems obvious. We would put 


special stress on license requirements. They ought to be 
imposed in the four states that have none and the age mini- 
mum raised in the eight that still license 16-year-olds. The 
stunter should lose his license for a long period. 


By these and other means we may be able to convey to 


our adventurous youth that- a car is not a gigantic toy ,to 
be handled like a kid's windup turned loose for a wild, pilot- 
less dash amid the family furniture.

"Canada has given her people 


a 32 percent tax reduction since 
the war," said Congressman Allen, 
"but the Administration continues 
to tax and tax and spend and 
spend." 


Congressman Allen explained 


that he was "opposed to the bill 
because it was not right to tax 
one group of neighbors to provide 
some .other neighbors selected by 
some bureaucrat with a $10,000 to 
$12,000 home." emphasizing that 
the one man pays "but a fraction 
while the other man pays the 
remainder." 


Tells of Failures 


Mr. Allen brought out the Gov- 


ernment failures in other housing 
programs. , "During my 17 years 
in Congress," said Congressman 
Allen, "there have been at least 
30 different agencies which have 
attempted to build houses." 


He contended that there is not 


such a thing as "Federal Aid/' 
stating that "no government cv 
give anybody anything unless it 
takes it from them."

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Congress Hasn't Done a 


Thing in $even Months

Washington, June 27—(API- 


It's- been almost 
seven 
months 


since this congress—the 81st— 
atarted work. Except for rent con- 
trol, it hasn't passed one major 
Item of President Truman's cam- 
paign promises. 


This :-a getting to sound like a 


phonograph record. Every month 
those watching the show here can 
pull another 30 days off the cal- 
endar and say: "nothing much 
done yet." 


It's been a dull session, indeed. 


to anyone looking down at it from 
the galleries, or in the committee 
hearings, the jaw-jaw-jawing has 
been endless, the results meager. 


Before it quits for 1949. con- 


gress probably will pass a couple 
of major items. It isn't likely to 
do more than that. 


Then when it returns next Jan- 


uary for the second half of its 
two-ye- 
term this 81st congress, 


controlled by the Democrats, will 
get another crack at producing 
before the 1950 fall elctions. 


Perhaps nothing shows better 


what 
has 
been happening—or, 


rather, what hasn't been happen. 
ing—than all the tall talk about 
cutting 
down 
on 
government 


spending. 


Stern Statements 


Congressmen and senators have 


outdone one another with their 


stern statements that 
congress 


would reduce government expen- 
ditures and ... but just go back 
a bit: 
Last 
January 
Mr. 
Truman 


turned his budget over to con- 
gress. 'The budget is his experts- 
estimate of what it will cost to 
run the government another year. 


At once Rep. John tfaber, New 


York Republican who preaches 
economy, got a look at the budget 
and said: 'we'll have to go over it 
and '•ry to civilize it." 


That started a regular economy 


chorus. Congress has the power to 
cut the budget since it's congress 
which votes the money for run- 
ning the government. 


All that started 
m 
January. 


Here it is late June, and no real 
cuts have been made yet. Now a 
majority of senators are talking 
of having both houses simply pass 
a measure telling Mr. Truman to 
do the cutting. 


If this goes through, it will be 


a very frank confession that con- 
gress has failed, or doesn't know 
how, to carry out one of its most 
important jobs: Deciding what the 
government should spend. 


As to major items . . . 
A public housing bill may go 


through. The senate has approved 
it, th, house is considering it now. 


It's not so sure that a new labor 


law will be passed to replace the 
Taft-Hartley act. Congress has 
been talking about this since Jan- 
uary.

000. 


Illinois Bell directors also can- 


celled plans for $34,000,000 in ad- 
ditional construction 
These pro- 


jects had not reached the building 
stage. 


A company spokesman said pos- 


sibly as many as 1,000 men might 
lose their jobs as a result of the 
curtailment. Operators are not af- 
fected. Illinois Bell immediately 
stopped all hiring for its plant 
froces, the spokesman said. 


He also said some employment 


drops might be expected among 
bell suppliers, especially the West- 
ern 
Electric 
company 
which 


makes telephone equipment. 


Illinois bell's action resulted 


from a ruling Wednesday by Judge 
Frank M. Padden of superior 
court in Chicago. Padden denied 
the company's request for an in- 
junction to keep the Illinois Com- 
merce Commission from interfer- 
ing with its collection of tempor- 
ary rate increases totalling $34,- 
100,000. 


The commission had granted Il- 


linois Bell a $7,600,000 boost. Il- 
linois bell still pending before the 
ICC a request for a permanent 
$34,100,000 boost. The commis- 
sion's decision on this is expected 
Oct. 11. 


Illinois Bell said that for the 


last 12 months it has financed its 
new construction by short term 
loans and now owes almost, $90,- 
000,000. As of Jun 30, the com- 
pany added, its total debt nclud- 
mg long term bonds will approx- 
imate $200,000,QOO, or about 43 
per cent of its capital structure.

The bill then wouldn't go back 


Co the house, and Stevenson would 
have to either approve the whole 
amount or veto it all. 


The long-brewing clash between

Proves Profitable 
on Low, Wet Land 


Oregon—T Special)—Reed canary 


grass forms a. sod tough enough 
to support the weight of cattle on 
low, 
marshy fields, according to 


William Briggs, district conserva- 
tionist, U. S. Soil 
Service, Morrison. 


Once established, 


Conservation 


reed canary 


grass produces abundant, nutri- 
tious pasture from early May un- 
til late fall. It stays green during 
July 'and August. 
It should be 


grazed heavy enough to prevent 
it from seeding. 
It may be cut 


for hay. It sometimes needs ad- 
ditional plant foods. It thrives on 
pest soils. A covering of water 
in the spring or for brief periods at 
other timfs fails to injure this 
hardy grass, claims Briggs. 


A firm seedbed pays dividends 


Normally, plowing works best. 
Smooth 
out 
rough, 
hummocky 


areas with some kind of drag. On 
wet areas seed 6 to 8 pounds o: 
reed canary grass. On land slight- 


ly drier add a* to 1 pound of ladi- 
no clover or 1 to 2 pounds of al- 
sike clover. 
Spring seedings are 


preferred. 
It may be seeded in 


the late fall just before the freeze- 
up. 
Some have had success \vith 


early August seedings. Now is the 
time to think about establishing 
canary grass as seed needs to be 
purchased and seedbeds prepared. 


Soil conservation—district- 


erators are attempting to utilize 
every acre of their farms proper- 
ly.

low. poorly drained fields are sown 
to profitable reed canary grass 
One acre of canary grass on poor- 
ly drained fields usually yields as 
much as five acres or more of un- 
productive marsh grass.

Cuffing Governmental Cosfs Today 


Is Something the Public Demands 


Sentiment in congress in favor of cutting the cost of gov- 


ernment is growing fast. Many things have contributed to 
it—among them the decline in business and employment, the 
fact that a heavy federal deficit now seems inevitable, and the 
reluctance of the lawmakers to increase taxes, because com- 
plaints from the "folks back home about federal spending" 
are increasing. 


However, sentiment in favor of cuts in spending, and 


practical action toward that end, are two different things. 
Congress is always bedeviled by pressure groups, all of whom 
are in favor of cutting the appropriations that go to some- 
one else ancl increasing their own. As an obvious example, 
there is hardly a chamber of commerce that doesn't pay lip- 
service to the cause of economy—and then whoop it up when- 
ever it sees a chance to get a slice of federal tax money for 
its own area. 


In the long run. the decisive factor will be public senti- 


ment—the wishes of the voters as to fiscal policy. A short 
time ago the Omaha World-Herald carried on an interesting 
experiment. It published a full account of a speech made by 
Senator Byrd, in which he described various spending mea- 
sures now before congress, and pointed out that the billions 
they would cost would have to be paid by all the people. The 
World-Herald then published a ballot on which its readers 
could express their views on the matter. 


The first question asked for opinion on a straight 10 per 


cent cut in all federal expenditures that can be cut. Only 134 
who answered were against this, while 5,869 were for it. The 
balance of the questions covered specific legislative measures 
such as federal housing, federal aid to education, the national 
health plan, arms to Europe under the North Atlantic pact, 
etc. In every instance the vote was overwhelmingly in favor 
of strict economy. On the health plan, for instance, 5,828 
expressed themselves as being against it and 99 for. On in- 
creased payroll and income taxes, 5,876 said no while a mere 
96 approved them. 


In conducting its poll, the paper emphasized the certain 


but often-overlooked fact that "the federal government has- 
n't a cent except what it takes from all of us in taxes." It 
is true that some polls indicate that a substantial majority 
of the people want federal handouts. However, such polls 
are usually so worded as to make the unwary believe that 
they will get them for nothing—that the money will come 
from some mysterious source other than the people's pockets. 


The Hoover commission reports have given congress what 


it long lacked—a detailed blueprint for eliminating waste, 
duplication, overlapping. Now it remains to be seen whether 
the people wll demand ita acceptance.

Confessions Hit by Court

The Supreme 
court 
has 
told 


American cops to do a real detec- 
tive job instead of trying to PreB- 
•ure a suspect into making a con- 
fession against himself. 
' The pressure doesn't necessar- 
ily mean beating a prisoner. It 
may mean talking to him so long 
—(how long wasn't made clear 
by the court)—that 
he finally 


caves in and confesses. 


But how long then 
do cops 


have a right to question a prison- 
er without depriving him of his 
constitutional rights, rights which 
the court wants protected? The 
court did not say precisely. 
,So police undoubtedly will still 
use their own judgment about 
holding a man indefinitely, ques- 
tioning him in relays to get a. 
confession, and then using it to 
get him convicted and sentenced 
to jail or death. 


When that 
happens, 
though, 


and the convicted man appeals to 
the supreme court, there's a good 
chance the court will rule in his 
favor and throw out his confes* 
aion and the conviction which fol- 
lowed it. 


Future decisions of the court 


can't be predicted, of course, but 
that's how the court acted yes 
terday in the case of three ne 
groes, all found guilty of murder 
one in Pennsylvania, one in Indi- 
ana, and one in South Carolina. 


Grabbed As Suspects 


In each case 
the 
men were 


grabbed as suspects by police, 
questioned in 
relays 
for days 


None was beaten. All three con- 
fessed. All three were convicted 


Until he had confessed, none of 


the men 
was 
allowed to * see 


friends or a lawyer, and none was 
told he had a constitutional right 
not to say anything which might 
later be used against him. 


In all three cases the supreme 


court upset the conviction and 
ruled the meri had been deprived 
or their, constitutional right of 
"due process" of law. 


Which means it was contrary 


to the constitution to hold them 
so long for questioning 
before 


letting them see a lawyer—who 
would have told them not to 
confess—or before charging them. 


Said the court: 
"Tnere is a. 


torture of the mind as well as of 
the body. The will is as much 
affected by fear as .by judge . . . 
A confession (which) is the prod- 
duct of sustained pressure by the 
I-olice . . . does not issue from a 
free choice." 


In other words, the court said, 


the men had not really made a 
voluntary confession. 


Condemns Practice 


In a separate, agreeing 
opin- 


ion, Justice Douglas said "This is 
another illustration of the use by 
the police of the custody of an 
accused to wring a 
confession 


from him. The confession so ob- 
tained from literate and lUliter- 
ate 
alike 
should 
stand 
con- 


demned." 


But Justice Jackson, referred to

have under the constitution, said

Nation's Production Down 


and the End Not in Sight 


Washington, June 28—(AP)— 


The nation's production machine 
baa throttled down to its slackest 
pace in three years and no end 
to the slowdown has yet been 
sighted. 


The federal reserve board re- 


ported a 10.8 per cent fall in 
production from last November's 
peak to'end of May. The board 
said another 2 to 3 per cent drop 
is Indicated for June. 


Production is coming down with 


prices, and accompanying factory 
closings or slowdowns are boosting 
unemployment in the process. 


The reserve board's.report yes- 


terday said output in May re- 
mained U per cent above the 
average for prewar 1935-39. But 
it was nearly three per cent under 
April and more than nine per cent 
below May, 1948. 


Meanwhile, there was no agree- 


ment over just how serious the 
nation's economic situation is. 
Secretary of Commerce Charles 
Sawyer and a man who once held 
that cabinet post, Henry Wallace. 
disputed the point in a radio 
debate last night. 


Sawyer insisted we are "still in 


an era of prosperity such a* we 
have not enjoyed in our history." 
despite declining business and in- 
creasing joblessness. 


Wallace Disagree* 


Wallace, on the other hand, said 


the country is in bad shape eco- 
nomically and President Truman 
should be doing something to 
"restore prosperity." 


In Boston, National Republican 


Chairman Hugh D. Scott, Jr., said 
the country is in the "first stages 
of a Truman depression." 


Government 
economists have 


contended the present slackened 
business activity is merely a 
normal re-adjustment from war- 
.time and postwar scarcity condi- 
tions. 


The Federal Reserve board listed 


the chief cause for the production 


decline in May ana early June 
as a further drop in turnout of 
durable goods, such as refrigera- 
tors, washing machines, and other 
finished machinery and appliances. 


Output of 
nondurable good* 


(textiles, clothing, etc.) and of

ity—or quorum—of the house la- 
bor committee late on the after- 
noon of March , 1947, when Chris- 
toffel vigorously denied to a com- 
mittee hearing that he was a 
Communist or had supported Com- 
munist programs. 


His indictment, conviction and 


sentence to two to six years im- 
prisonment \vere based on the 
charge that those statements were 
false. 


The court said that 14-members 


of the 25-member committee were 
present when the session started 
but that the evidence indicated as 
few as six were still in the hearing 
room "at the time of the alleged-
